DIED A PAUPER 


MAN 
LOST 
$60,000 IN UNITED 


STATES STEEL. 


NEW YORK, Den. 29.—Having lived 


life serenely for more than his three 
score anfl ten, Okie Chlckerlng died in 
poverty In St. Vincent's hospital yes- 
terday, his fortune of about $60,000 
having been swept away In speculation 
in the last year. Tho most drastic fin- 
ancial blow that struck the old man 
came from his speculation In the stock 
of the United States Steel Corporation, 
that was so Queerly manipulated that 
countless fell victims. 
Mr. Chlckerlnp was a civil engineer. 


He sun-eyed and laid out most of the 
race tracks in Ke\v York and other cit- 
ies. 
As an engineer hr was successful, 


and accumulated a comfortable for- 
tune. 
It was when he retired from his pro- 


fession and undertook business pro- 
Jects and speculation that his fortune 
was swept away. His first venture 
was that of the purchase of a clay 
tract in the Catskllls. out of which he 
hoped to be able to make fine tiles. 
He lost heavily. 


A queer feature of tlie old man's life 


•was that for several years, while he 
had plenty of money, he preferred to 
live at the Mills hotel. Ho and George 
1'rancis Train formed unique putrons 
of the noted philanthropic;!.! hotel. Be- 
cause of the sjnnll expense oC living 
there, many failures drift to the hotel, 
nnd it is known of the. nped engineer 
that with hi? fortune he often Inter- 
ested himself in JP?S fortunnto men and 
enabled them to get new stnrts in life. 


It was at the Mills hotel that he be- 
came ill, and last Saturday he wns 
taken to St. Vincent's hospital. Pneu- 
monia developed and tho ninn's pover- 
ty-four years of ago made the case fa- 
tal. During the few inst weeks he had 
been FO absorbed in speculation that 
he was unmindful of the bitterness of 
the weather nnd contracted the. cold 
which developed Into his fatal illness.

Then, the log-rolling commences tc* secure favorable reports from 
the committees followed by favorable action by the city council endorsed by 
the mayor, and in this wny the rights of the

outrageously violated. Street franchises are voted away In such a manner 
that the grant can never be revoked nnd thus the citizens as a, whole are 
powerless to undo what tho.lr elected representatives have 
done. Yet the 


men who mnke these grants received their power from the people and again 
the responsibility comes home to tho electorate. 


Here, then, in where the reform must begin. From municipal abuse and 


corruption as an effect wo have traced the cause, and what is that cause? 


What is it but absolute disregard of individual 
responsibility 
for

character of our city government? In order *o bring about the desired

forms every registered voter must consider himself Individually
